2. Claims 1 -40 are pending in this application. 

Drawing Objection(s) 

4. Five sheets of formal drawings were filed. The drawings are objected to because there is 
no descriptive label or nothing to represent/provided for a specific process/method showed in 
claim 1 (i.e., a redirecting step). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121 (d) 
are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the applications. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior 
version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

7. In a claims 10, there is no limitation - the claimed language only asserts a use of method 
claim 1 (i.e.,"on a rail vehicle" is merely an intent of use such method). 

Election/Restriction 

8. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. § 121; 

I. Claims 1-14, are drawn to a method comprising steps controlling speeds of a 
turbine engine, classified in US class 701, subclass 20. 

II. Claims 15-40, are drawn to a physical system/ product for controlling speeds of a 
turbine engine, classified in US class 60/239. 

9. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions Group II and Group I are related as product and process of use said product . 

The inventions can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) 
the process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that 
product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case, the product as claimed can be used in a 
materially different process, - e.g., NASA utilizes a different process for control and monitoring 
speeds of its space vehicle's turbine engines. 
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10. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classifications, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
